The  number  of  children  treated  under  the  Council’s  Scheme  was 
183  of  whom  152  were  under  five 5 and  3I  were  five  years  of  age  and 
overj  but  under  fifteen.  The  percentage  of  those  immunised  is 
88%  under  five  \^ears  of  age,  and  7h%  over  five,  but  under  fifteen.

Since  the  institution  of  tiie  Council’s  Scheme  for  imiuunisation 
against  Whooping’  Cough  until  the  end  of  the  year  35^  children  up  to 
the  age  of  five  years  have  been  treated.

Periodical  bacteriological  and  chemical  analyses  of  these 
supplies  v/efe  takerij  and  in  every  case  the  v/atsr  has  been  of  a 
high  standard  of  pLU'’ity. 

The  Parishes  of  Southv/ick  and  Warnford  are  provided  with 
piped  supplies  from  Estate  Owners  . the  supp  lies  were 
satisfactory.  . 

The  Council  have  under  consideration  proposals  to  provide 
water  to  the  remaining  parishes  not  already  supplied. 


There  are  ^ inhabited  houses. 

Apxjroximatelj/-  one  half  of  tiisse  have  a piped  supply 5 but 
there  are  also  a number  of  borings  on  Private  Residences  and 
Farms. 


There  ?;as  a serious  shortage  of  v/ater  at  parts  of  Corhampton 
and  Meonstolce,  Dr  oxford  5 Ebeton,  Soberton  and  Upham.  Outlying'  parts 
of  parishes  j in  which  only  the  developed  areas  are  pipedj  were  also 
affected. 


praina^e_ajid_  ' 

There  is  no  main  draina^pe  in  the  area.  Scavenging  is  carried 
out  in  the  three  most  populated  Parishes. 

I have  to  report  upon  the  unsatisfactory  conditions  due  to 
sewage  -matter  discliarging  into  the  River  Ivleon  at  V/estmeon,  V/arnford, 
Exton,  Meonstoke,  Droxford  and  Sobertoii. 

At  Vifarnford  ssvja/;  e,  effluent  has  been,  discharging  into  the  river 
from  a militaiy  estabiisliment , whilst  further  dov/nstream  refuse  and 
sewage  is  deposited  into  the  river  a few  yards  -rom  a point  used 
f'-r obtaining  water  for  dri.king  and  domestic  purposes. 

Cf  the  above  parishes-  only’'  V/est.ieon  bias  a yeiped  water  supply. 

These  conditions  are  detr mental  to  the  health  of  the 
irnabitants  and  may  cause  disease  in  epidem.ic  form  if  allowed  to 
continue,  especially  during  the  seasons  when  wells  are  dry^. 

I am  well  av\rare  that  the  Council  have  appointed  Engineers  to  survey 
and  submit  proposals  for  sew'age  disposal,  and  for  the  supply  of 
v/ater  to  the  parishes  not  at- present  served.,  but  I am  01  the  _ 
opinion' that ‘these  'irgent  matters  should  be  pushed  forward  v/ithout
